AUTO THIEVES GETTING THICK 
As insidious as trench gas, a wave 
of automobile stealing is blanketing 
Southern California in volume nev- 
er before precedented in the world 
of similar crime. 

According to a report issued from 
the theft bureau of the Automobile 
of Southern California, more 
than $800,000 worth of motor cars is 
the toll taken by auto thieves this 
year, to date, and this does not in- 
clude the thousands of dollars worth 
tires and accessories. 
At the present time, Southern Cali- 
fornia motorists stand to lose $150,- 
000 in stolen automobiles, as this is 
the valuation placed by the club on 
the number of automobiles never re- 


covered. Although approximately 
1100 machines have been found by 
the Automobile Club, the police of 


various cities and the various coun- 
ty sheriffs’ offices the percentage of | 


loss is very great because of the 
number of thefts. 
Whether the motorist lives in a 


metropolis or in an outside commu: | 
nity, is now liable to the action of | 
the motor car bandits, say local club 
officials, this statement being based | 
upon reports received from organi-| 
zation headquarters in Los Angeles, 
where an extensive survey of the) 
situation has just been completed. 
In other words, no motor car own- 
er is safe, with the organized gangs | 
of thieves which have suddenly in-} 
fested Southern California from ev-| 
ery border. 

This has become the “happy hunt- 
ing ground” of America’s most ex- 
pert thief gangs, it is pointed out, 
and while arrests are continually | 
being made, and convictions being 
secured, the work of these lawless 
gangs goes merrily on—they spring 
up in new places just as did the legs 
which were chopped off the dragon. 

Therefore, a special warning has 
been issued to all car owners to 
cease in cooperating with the thieves, 
and give some attention to circum- 
venting them in their ditty work. 
Cooperation has been frequently giv- 
en to the theft gangs by motorists, 
it is pointed out, by the fact that| 
the owners lock their cars and then 
go away and leave the key in the 
lock—like an ostrich hiding his head | 
under the sand and believing himself 
safe. 

Report all thefts at once, is a plea 
of the club’s theft bureau—in per- 
son, by telephone or by telegram, 
and the detectives will be put on the 
case from the Los Angeles head- 
quarters without a moment’s delay.

St. John’s Bread 


In these days of high cost of stock 
food more consideration should be 
given Ceratonia siliqua, the carob or 


St. John’s Bread. a tree of splendid | 


appearance and wide use as an or- 
namental and of still greater value 
as a bearer of food for live stock. It 
is an evergreen with handsome fol- 
iage, of good habit, requiring little 
or no pruning to keep in good form 
and will thrive in any soil with a 
minimum supply of water, but will 
not endure very heavy frosts, being 
occasionally damaged in Southern 
California. In some countries horses, 
cattle, sheep, and hogs are fed al- 
most exclusively on the pods of these 
trees, and mutton and pork from 
animals so fed are said to be of su- 
perior flavor. 


The Composition of Plants 


Is it not strange that the greatest 
per cent of ash ig found in leaves 
and the smallest per cent in the 
wood of trees? Yet such is the 
case; leaves contain from 10 to 25 
per cent of incombustible or non- 
combustible material while dry straw 


Of combustible material, or dry 
matter of plants about one-half is 
carbon. The other elements are Oxy- 
gen, hydrogen, nitrogen, sulphur and 
a little phosphorus, and these make 
up every plant that grows. The in- 
combustible ash also always contains 
six elements, potassium, magnesium, 
caicium, iron, phosphorus and _ sul- 
hur. In general ash also contains 
several other elements, often in mi- 
nute quantities. 


Water Most Essential 


All know that mankind perishes 
for lack of water and not for lack 
of food when cut off from 4ll sup- 
plies of food and drink. The same 
conditions prevail with plant life, 
and the same per cent of water will 
be found in each, except that plants 
vary in this respect far more than 
animal life. Many succulent vege- 
tables contain more than 90 per 
cent of water, and the driest living 
timber, when felled, has been found 
to contain 40 or more per cent of 
water. Water then, being most es- 
sential to life of all elements, should 
be most freely and constantly sup- 


| plied to both animal and vegetable 


life, for even old hay contains at 
least 15 per cent of water. It is the 
one life-giving element; the others 
are life-sustaining when combined 
with water. 

Native Horse Chestnut 


It is a curious fact that a majority 
of our people do not know our na- 
tive horse chestnut, though when in 


\bloom it is a beautiful tree, with ex- 


tremely showy spikes or thyrses of 
flowers that strongly resemble a well- 
grown white hyacintch. The tree is 
deciduous and in many places but a 
large shrub, but in good soil it will 
grow to 50 feet in height and two 
feet in trunk diameter. The wood

| ee ree OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS 


The act which provides for gov-| 
ernment life insurance for soldiers 
and sailors has now been in opera- 
tion a little more than a month. The 
| secretary of the treasury announc- 
|ed on November 17 that up to that} 
date 64,168 applications under the| 
new law had been received, repre-| 
senting insurance in the sum of! 
$552,093,000. From four to six thou- 
sand applications are received each 
'day at the treasury department, the 
amount of insurance applied for 
sometimes reaching a total of fifty 
million dollars in a single day. 

The law provides that soldiers, 
sailors, marines and nurses in ac- 
tive service may obtain from the 
government life insurance in 
amounts not exceeding $10,000 at 


five cents a month at the age of 21 
years to $1.20 a month at the age 
of 51 years, for each $1000 of in- 
surance. 

One of the primary objects of this 
law is to lessen the tremendous bur- 
den of pensions which has followed 
as a consequence of all American 
wars. 

It is evident that the administra- 
tion of this new branch of govern- 
ment work is big business in it- 
self. But this is only one of many 
governmental activities incident to 
the war which are adding great num- 
bers of clerks, stenographers, and 
other servants to Uncle Sam’s pay 
roll. Literally thousands of stenog- 
raphers and typewriters have been 
appointed in Washington during the 
past few months and _ thousands 
more are to be appointed as soon as 
they are available. The United 
States Civil Service Commission is 
holding examinations for these posi- 
tions weekly throughout the coun- 
try. Secretaries of local boards of 
civil service examiners at the post- 
offices in all cities are furnishing 
detailed in formation.

Load all heavy commodities up to 
ten per cent in excess of the mark- 





ed carrying capacity on each car. 
Load light weight or bulky freight 
to the full cubical capacity of each 
car. Always have shipment ready 
for immediate loading upon receipt 
of cars. Arrange freight in car so as 
to. permit quick unloading at desti- 
naiton. Use drays or motor trucks 
instead of “trap car service” and 
avoid use of freight cars for moving 
food from one point to another with- 
in the same city. Furnish billing 
agent full instructions, permitting 
weigh bill being made up _ before 
loading is completed and time load- 
ing to suit schedule of departing 
trains. Consign shipment to final 
destination wherever possible and 
discourage shipments that require 
changing destination in transit. Do 
not bill shipment of circuitous route 
in order to avoid the effect of em- 
bargoes.

M. Bristol, writing the Cali-| 
fornia Cultivator, tells of the depred- 
ations of coyotes and how he made 
the varmints pay their own way: 
“We is long and lank and lean. 

Aud there’s slyness in the mien 


Of the scamp; 
In his garb of gray and yellow | 
Roams the gay and hungry fellow—} 
Royal scamp.” | 


These rhythmic lines constitute | 
the opening stanza of a California | 
writer’s description of the coyote, | 
whom he pictures as “The King of| 
Tramps.” I think, however, that mul-| 
titudes of people who have tried to | 
raise poultry in California without 
protecting fences will agree with) 
me that “Bandit of the Brush” is a) 
better cognomen. 

My actual acquaintance with the 
coyote began nearly 30 years. ago 
when I settled upon a tract of virgin 
soit on the picturesque Hast High- 
jJands mesa in San Bernardino coun- 
ty and at the foot of a peak now 
known as Mount Harrison. My bach-| 
elor-hall cabin stood just where the 
sage brush and the chaparral met 
and, as I very soon learned, I had 
settled in coyote iand. 

Like every tenderfoot in the Cali- 
fornia southland I had poultry-rais- 
ing visions. i had come to the south- 
west to live the outdoor life, and I 
was destined to try all the experi- 
ments and to have all the experiences 
that go with it. I knew that poultry 
would thrive here and I knew that 
Egyptian corn with which to feed 
them would ahiso grow even with- 
out irrigation. Apparently I would 
Rave an income as soon as I could 
grow a crop and raise a flock to eat 
it and, it being then the first of 
January, I purchased a dozen hens 
and began clearing my land for the 
corn.

I bad caught 19 foxes before a single 
coyote fell a victim. I was beginning 
to think I was not shrewd enough 
for the gay howler of the hills, but 
the spell was broken at last and, the 
foxes being out of the way, I made 
havoc in his ranks, catching nearly 
fifty in the two years in question. 
For the benefit of those who may 
wish to go after the raiders I will 


state the method, the details being 
simple but imperative. The trails, 
with the posts beside them, being 


provided, the trap is set, buried as 
nearly as possible directly in front 
of the post and about eight inches 
from it. It is important to set the 
trap with the springs pointing to and 
from the post. The bait, preferably 
beef, should be securely wired to 
the post about two feet from the 
ground, and brush should be arrang- 
ed behind and at the: sides of the 
post so that the animal will be al- 
most compelled to approach the bait 
from the trap side. If the trap is set 
as described and the animal ap- 
proaches from the front, the jaws of 
the trap will strike his foot on the 
sides and will hold him. If the 
trap is set paralleling the post in- 
stead of pointing toward it the for- 
ward jaw will sometimes knock the 
animal’s foot into the air before 
the other jaw can catch it. I never 
had ocular proof of this, but believe, 
from my experience that it is cor- 
rect.

TO SECURE AMPLE SUPPLY OF 
INSECTICIDES 


In pursuance of the duty put upon 
it by the president's recent procla- 
mation placing the arsenic industry 
of the country under government 
control, the United States food ad- 
; Ministration is using its powers to 
{insure for arsenical insecticides the 
shortest route from producer to con- 
sumer and to prevent unreasonable 
profits. Since the main purpose of 
the proclamation is to secure for the 
farmers an ample supply of insecti- 
'cles at fair prices, the food adminis- 
tration is urging farmers not to 
place orders on any other basis, and 
is asking them to report to the chem- 
ical division of the food administra- 
tion at Washington any information 
indicating unreasonable prices or at- 
'tempts to force the placing of or- 
|ders on the plea that there is a 
scarcity of materials. 

The food administration advises 
farmers’ organizations to buy car- 
| load lots of insecticides from the 
| manufacturers at wholesale prices, 
|in which cases excess profits will 
not be permitted. It is further sug- 
, Sested that these organizations not 
| only provide for their immediate 
; wants but also for a supply to in- 
|sure against sudden insect plagues. 
| With the idea of cooperating in this 
,matter, the division of chemicals of 
ithe food administration is ready to 
| place state agricultural and _horti- 
cultural organizations in communi- 
cation with the nearest wholesaler 
| who is in a position to supply the 
|needs. For this purpose, the offi- 
|cers of such state organizations are 
asked to make estimates of the re- 
quirements for their states, and sub- 
mit them to the food administration
